Reports Showing a Falling Off—Prices— 
Purchases. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 27.—The reports in 
the New England Homestead from 200 hop grow- 
ing towns in New York, Maine, and Province of 
Quebec, indicate that the crop is at least one-fourth 
short of the average, butthis is believed to be 
under the estimate The averages for 
each State are as follows: Main 78;

Courbet’s Official Report of the Foo 
Chow Bombardment. 


Gen, Gordon Gains a Great Victory Over the 
Rebels—Serious Cholera Riots Among 
the Italian Peasants—Arrest of 
Anarchists in Switzerland— 
Welseley to Start for 
Egypt—Foreign News. 


Loxpon, August 27,—A dispatch of to-day from 
Shanghai to Reuter’s agency, says: “The French 
loss in the bombardment of Foo-Chow was seven 
killed and fourteen waunded. The China loss is 
estimated at 1,000 killed and 3,000 wounded. The 
Chinese man of war Yangwu was exploded by a tor- 
pedo after it fired a broadside at the French torpedo 
boat. The boiler of the latter was exploded by 
hand grenades, thrown from the Yangwu, after 
which the boat was sunk by the Volta to prevent its 
being captured by the Chinese. The French ex- 
pected to occupy the heights commanding the 
Pagoda anchorage. Itis reportcd that there are 
75,000 Chinese troops in the vicinity of Foo-Chow. 

A BIG BATTLE. 

According to reports received at Sontay 80,000 
Chinese troops invaded Tonquin and had an en- 
gagement with the French. In this battle, it is 
asserted thatthe French were annihilated, while 
several thousand Chinese were killed. 

ADMIRAL COURBET'S REPORT. 

Paris, August 27.—The oficial report of the bom- 
bardment of Foo Chow on Saturday, as received 
from Admiral Courbet, is as follows: 

“Foo Cuow, Sunday morning, August 24. 

“A good beginning has been made. We opened 
fire yesterday, and in fonr hours nine Chinese men- 
of-war and twelve junks were sunk, and the Krupp 
battery, commanding the battery, was silenced, Our 
loss is six killed and twenty-seven wounded. The fleet 
suffered no serious damage except that the boiler of 
a torpedo boat burst, The Chinese losses are heavy 
During the night the fleet was beset by burning 
wrecks and logs. Torpedo cutters will clear all of 
this away to-day; afterwaftds we will bombard the 
arsenal. We shall not leave the river before the 
29th or 30th. The officers and men are animated 
with the greatest ardor. 

NOT VERY ENCOURAGING. 

Private telegrams received in London report the 
Chinese forts on the Min River are holding out well 
against the French bombardment. The French gun- 
boats are still unable to pass downtheriver. The 
Chinese authorities are confident of the strength of 


the forts. 
ITS EPFECT ON INDIA. 


Lonpon, August 27.—A Calcutta dispatch says: 
“The war between China and France thus far has 
had little, if any, effect on the Indian trade or money 
market. It is believed the effect will be only slight, 
unless the war is prolonged. 


Fngland. 

Lowpon, August 27.—Circles interested In the com- 
mercial relations with China are debating the ad- 
visability of presenting a memorial to Earl Gran- 
ville, the Secretary of foreign Affairs. This paper 
would urge the foreign department to co-operate 
with America and Germany in representing to 


France the serious injury which would be inflicted 
upon trade by interfering with the Chinese treaty 
ports.

ISSUED A MANDAMUS, 


Judge Thayer Says Squire O’Connell Must 
Issue Another Writ. 

Judge Thayer rendered a written opinion this 
morning in the matter of the application for per- 
emptory mandamus made by James Stewart 
against Justice ofthe Peace O'Connell. The point at 
issue arose from the refusal of the latter to grant a 
second issue of execution against a certain party, 
the first having been mislaid or lost. His Honor 
holds that the powers of a Justice are not exhausted 
by the issue of a single writ of execution. Whena 
return is made that no goods are found to 
satisfy a levy a  sevond writ may 
be issued, and similarly, when a writ ie mislaida 
second writ may be issued. Had Justice O'Connell 
refused to issue a second writ on the ground that no 
proof was offered that the first writ was satisfied, no 
mandamus would have been ordered. As the case 
stands, his refusal is based on the simple theory 
that the issue of a writ finishes all the jurisdiction 
of a Justice. This is false law, and a mandamus i 
therefore, issued, and the Justice will have to 6e 
his constable on a second errand,

Commercial Notes. 


Mr. J.L. Gillof Brown, Gill & Co., New York 
was on the r,and in conversation with several 
members he stated that more was going on in the 
way of wheat exporting than is penny supposed. 
“This is shown.” he said, ‘by last week's exports, 
which were over 2 bushels wheat and near 
200,000 barrels flour. These are large exports. 
There is no telling where exporters are buying. At 
atime when they give least encouragement to the 
trade and advices from Europe are most discour- 
aging, they may then be buying quietly but liber- 
ally. What the export demand may be can be 
known better by ocean freights than by anything 
else, and they are firm now. And vessels that we 
call ‘tramps’ are opus © the Atlantic seaboard 
from ali quarters. Iwill tell you another thine. 
The exporters are buying from first hands. They 
are not depending upon the markets as heretofore, 
but are in the country buying from the farmers. 
When I was down in Kentucky I found that Sawyer 
Wallace & Co. and other New York exporters had 
bought up all the wheat they could d in that 
State, and wheat was actually scarce, This 
wheat goes to the seaboard by the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio, and most of itj fis exported 
from Newport News.——Private advices from 
New York state that exporters have sold wheat 
heavily short in that market. One house is said to 
be short 5,000,000 su, and another 1,50u,000 bu. These 
parties keep pounding the market with short stuff, 
and the house most heavily short callafor l0ca 
bushel original margin from any one who sells 
them, besides offering large blocks at under the 
market.

A CHINESE VICTORY. 

Dispatches from Sontay printed in the Post- 
DISPATCH to-day state that eighty thousand 
Chinese troops have annihilated the French in 
Tonquin. What theslaughter must have been 
we can only judge by the statement that several 
thousand Chinese were killed. If this is true 
not alone may the most serious complications 
occur in France,.but the whole face of the 
Chinese question will be changed, and results 
may follow of the greatest import to Europe 
and America. 

As long es France was battering down the mud 
forts of Foo-Choo @ common humanity made 
the whole world cry shame at tho slaughter. 
But if France has suffered herself to receive a 
crushing defeat at the hands of a mob of Mon- 
golians, then the whole prestige of Eu- 
ropean and American power is lost in Eastern 
Asia and can be reasserted only at an expense 
that is dreadful to contemplate. The history of 
China teaches that the Mongolian bitterly 
hates the white man, and is restrained from 
venting his hate solely by a fearof Krupp 
guns and scientific war. Destroy that fear 
by even a temporary and slight success, 
and, flushed with victory, the Chinese will mas- 
sacre, not alonethe French, but every Cauca- 
sian in China. This has happened before, and 
will happen again. A great Chinese military 
triumph signs the death warrant of the foreign- 
ers in China. Certainly, from this aspect, the 
news is grave and portentous. 

In France, if the Republican arths find disas- 
ter where they went for glory, the elements 
that antagonize the Republic will be crystal- 
lized into form at once. The King, the Emperor 
and the Commuzie are lying in wait for the op- 
portunity which will put France in their hands. 
The fickle people of Paris may tire of their toy 
Republic in a day, and break the plaything as 
easily asthey built it. In the Bourbon and the 
Bonaparte camps, itis certain that news like 
this will cause a ferment of activity which 
alone may be momentous in resulta. 


PEACE AND WAR. 

The outbreak of hostilities between France 
and China has a suggestiveness quite apart 
from, and above the issues involved or the re- 
sults likely to follow; what may be called a 
moral suggestiveness, of sufficient importance 
to deserve brief notice. When, in 1851, the first 
Werld’s Fair was held in London, and the pro- 
ducts and representatives of every civilized 
country were gathered in that Crystal Palace 
which the genius of Paxton devised, philanthro- 
pists hailed the event as the beginning of a new 
and blessed era; an era in which nations would 


‘learn war no more,” but “beat their swords ' 


into plough-shares and their spears into pruning 


‘hooks,” cultivate only the arts of peace, and 


settle their differences, if they had any, by 
peaceful arbitration. The members of the 
‘‘Universal Peace Society” congratulated them- 
selves and humanity in general upon the aban- 
donment of “the science of barbarism,” and 
predicted—as did many other less sanguine 
persons—that hereafter international fighting 
would at least be very rare, and military and 
naval establishments soon find their occupation 
gone, and gradually disappear to return no 
more forever. 

It is hardly necessary to say that these bright 
hopes were woefully disappointed. The period 
between 1851 and 1884 has been more remark- 
able for its wars than for almost anything else. 
The joyful echoesof the World's Fair had 
scarcely died away before England, France, 
Turkey and Sardinia were at war with Russia 
in the Crimea, and this was immediately follow- 
ed by the great Indian mutiny which England 
crushed only after most desperate efforts. Since 
then Europe has been largely engaged in the 
fighting business; France, Germany, Italy, 
Russia, Turkey, Austria and Spain taking an 
active part in the bloody game, while Abyssin- 
ia, South Africa, Afghanistan and Egypt 
have had their share, and America has 
contributed the greatest civil war in 
all history. In short, in the last thirty-three 
years the world has come much nearer universal 
war than universal peace, and from present in- 
dications the millennial transformation of 
swords and spears is indefinitely, if not finally 
postponed. It isa fact, which few think of, 
that there are more soldiers to<day on foot than 
ever before since creation’s dawn; more men 
engaged in, and more money spent in prepar- 
ing for war than ever before; more inventive 
talent devoted to war, more improvements in 
the material of war, more human labor and 
skill employed for war purposes, more war 
taxes levied and more industry and en- 
terprise monopolized by war than ever 
before. Germany alone can, at twenty- 
four hours’ call, send to the field twiceé 
as many soldiers as Rome had at the height of 
ber imperial power. Russia and Austria can 
eclipse the fabled host of Xerxes; France and 
Italy can double the armies of NAPOLEON when 
he had half of Europe as recruiting ground; 
while the combined fleets of England would be 
more than a match for all the navies from Ac- 
tium to Trafalgar. Europe to-iay is little bet- 
ter than e huge barracks; European waters 
little better than a practicing place for rival 
squadrons; the dress costume of every Euro- 
pean monarch, of the male variety, is a mili- 
tary uniform; the sons of every European 
monarch are educated for the military or nava] 
service; and the man who wins a great battle 
on land or sea is the pet of princes, the idol of 
the people, the hero before whom al] other 
kinds of heroism and renown hide their dimin- 
ished heads. Von Moitxe has received more 
honors in Germany than all the scholars, sci- 
entists, artists and poets Germany has ever 
produced; and SHaxsPrarz, Bacow and Mu- 
TON are thrown far into the shade, so far as

As we understand 
the contract between the seller and buyer of 
newspapers, the buyer expects nows, and the 
phenomenal success of the Post-D1sPaTCH goes 
to show that our theory is the correct one. This 
Trade Pageant makes a case in point. Every- 
body in St. Louis was anxious to know what 
the display would be, and the Posrt- 
DISPATCH ‘was the first to publish 
avery good piece of news in describing the 
floats. We believe that every citizen of St. 
Louis that can read and write knew that we 
would print that, or any other piece of im- 
portant information, at least a day ahead of any 
competitor. 

The managers of the Trade Display sent to 
each newspaper office in the city tickets admit- 
ting reporters to view the floats, and a blank 
pledge, to be signed and sent back, that the 
matter would not be printed till Wednesday. 
The tickets and the pledge were sent back from 
this office, unsigned, with thanks. It is now 
about four years since afternoon journalism 
asserted itself in St. Louis, and it does seem as 
though the time had come when the people who 
manage the pageants and exhibitions of this 
city should learn that if we are not given news 
items first we will take them tirst. We are 
informed that one member of the Trades’ 
Display Association offered to bet his 
store toa twenty-dollar bill that the Posrt- 
DISPATCH could not get a description of the 
floats after refusing to sign the required pledge. 
Why should we wait until Wednesday for 
matter that we could print on Tuesday? The 
amount of Exposition stock held in this office 
and inthe Republican is sufficient to show 
which paper takes the greater interest in the 
enterprise, the proportion being about 6,000 to 0. 
Are we to tie up our hands with a pledge in order 
to let the Trades Display become aneient his- 
tory, before we print it? 

Lhis pledge business is arrant nonsense; it is 
unjournalistic, unwise and impracticable; it 
forcesa great paper like the Globe-Democrat 
to trot in the same class with a daily publica- 
tion like the Republican. As far as we are 
concerned, we propose to go rightalong pub- 
lishing the news before anybody, if we can get 
it fairly and honestly. 


NO DEFENSE NEEDED.

The Terrible Secrets of the 
Tenement: Districts. 


Poverty and Wretchedness the 
Companions of Drink and 
Desperation. 


Men and Women Who are Poor From 
Choice,

There is nothing attractive in poverty, yet thou 
sands and thousands of people in every large city 
seem to absolutely enjoy it. The discomforta, dis 
eases and death with which it brings them in con: 
tact detracts nothing from its fascinating qualities; 
they fairly revel in its filth and glory in all its for- 
bidding phases. Some that are bornto it rarely 
survive a tranalation to the atmosphere of pros- 
perity, while those who uneducate themselves to 
the degree that makes familiarity with nature's and 
sin‘s depths agreeable and even pleasant, rarely 
forget the delirium of being in distress or care to 
be deprived ‘of the bewildering pangs of abject 
wretchedness. The Post-Dispatcn reporter who 
writes these lines is forced to this conclusion by 
observations carefully made among the destitute 
and so-called unfortunate classes of citizens who are 
usually designated in the aggregate as a city's 
poor. The reporter's observations have extended in 
many directions, and it is not possible to give all 
of them in the space of a single newspaper 
article; the result, however,may be crystallized into 
the general statement, that in nine cases outof tea 
people are poor because they are peculiarly con- 
stituted for livesof poverty and wouldn't be suited 
to any other sphere of existence; they want to be 
poor, and all the time they are pretending to strive 
to get away from poverty, they are only warring 
with themwecives and sinking their feet 

DEEPER INTO IST FILTH, 
its physical falsities and its crimes. The fascina- 
tion is upon them and they cannot shake it off. *The 
fatal blight of soul-misery and corporal distress haa 
taken hold of them and they yield without a strug- 
gia. They are paupers from choice, not from neces- 


sity. 
fo order to entirely understand the writer's 
position, the reader must discriminate between pov- 
erty and what is called being poor, between distress 
and restricted between pauperism and 
the unfortunate condition of affairs which prevents 
the laborer from getting more than a living from 
the work of his hands. A man may be what is 
termed poor all his life, and yet have plenty during 
that whole time. He may not earn more 
than $1 a day, yet find that dollar sufficient to fill 
all his desires except that of accumulating wealth. 
The fact that he can not get more money for his 
work is not due to himself, but to the antagonistic 
attitudes of labor and capital, and the injustice and 
inhumanity charged against the latter will be 
fully exposed and carefully treated of in later arti- 
cles on this subject, Just now the intention is not 
to deal with the price paid for labor, but to show the 
direction in which the wages of labor are applied 
by those who earn the smallest sums, and to ac- 
quaint the St. Louis public with the real cause and 
firm foundation of the poverty that exists and flour- 
ishes in their midst, with all its attendant revolting 
and disastrous results, In setting these 
things forth the reader will also see that not only 


is the 

SELF-MADE PAUPER 
asocial canker of the most alarming kind, but 
that his tribe is rapidly growing in extent 
and influence and threatensto becomes fruitful 
source of moral and physical corruption. 

It isnot possibile to select any one portion of the 
city and saythat distrees stalks through it in gaunter 
form than it stalks in other portions, There are dos- 
ens of tenement districts wherein hundreds are daily 
dying of invited disease of self-inflicted starvation— 
vast buildings with trembling heart secrets locked ig 
each of its many rooms whole blocks to tell whose 
story unnerves the lips and seta the icen streams of 
fright and terror flowing athwart the sungiows that 
light and warm @ well conditioned life. The pangs 
that are hidden in the pooks and shadows of these 
districts; m the garrets and cellars; on pallets of 
straw and couches of rags are deeper, more real and

by any means poor; they are better supplied with 
money than with the luxuries of life; they have 
often large savings which they are content to hoard 
for the long expected but far delayed period of old 
age, while they live amid the simplest and cheapest 


surroundings, carpetless floors, deal furniture in |. 


attractive scantiness, close quarters and common 
food being all they have and all they appear to 
desire. When the banks crashed in 1877 the loudest 
wails came from the so-called poor of this part of | 
the city. Many had their earnings in the Citizens’ 
Savings Bank, where they fondly imagined their 
money was resting beside the Archbishop's funds, 
and when the Citizens’ Bank went down in the first 
rush of destruction workingmen and working- 
women from Collins and Sccond streets were among 
the largest losers and the loudest clamorers at the 
closed doors. Again when the Butchers’ and 
Drovers’ Bank closed there was widespread grief in 
this district. One man who had lived twenty years 
of his life in a _ single room. with his 
mother, his married sister, and two brothers—e 
room which served for parlor, sleeping apartment, 
dining-room and kitchen, and in which there was 
not $35 worth of furniture—lost over $1,100. He was, 
and is yet, 

A LABORER ON THE LEVEE, 
boarding and lodging at the rate of $3 50 a week, 
and earning 2 and 2% cents an hour when he has 
work. Thesame Sunday suit of clothes has done 
him for the past sixteen years, and the only change 
noticeable in his working clothes is the occasional 
addition of a patch to a garment, or thesemi montb- 
ly washing it gets. This man is now nearly 60 years 
old, and has, since 77, accumulated another nice lit- 
tle pile of money for his “old age.” Thus far life 
has had no joy for him. He is a bachelor. 

Another case, in which comparative destitution 
was courted tor the sake of accumulating money, 
for which there was no definite aim, was 
that of a washerwoman, who had $3,900 
in the Citizens’ Savings Bank when it col- 
lapsed. She humbled herself to a dingy little 
rear room that had a bed, stove, two chairs, bench 
and table in it and for which she paid about $2 a 
month rent. Up tothe time of the bank's failure 
this creature got a great deal of sympathy and aid 
from neighbors and had coal and food brought by 
both the St. Vincent and Provident associations, but 
when the financial crash brought tears to ber eyes 
and plaints to her lips the sympathy was forgotten 
und the aid withdrawn, The woman, so the story 
goes, afterwards died in the poorhouse. 

These, however, are specimens of the few thrifty 
people the district contains. The others who have 
wages are obliged to fully live up to them or scatter 
them recklessly in debauchery and surround them- 
selves with a great deal of meanness and misery. 
Take one house in the district as an indication 
of the manner in which the poor man of industrious 
habits and good character gets along. The Poart- 
DisPaTcu reporter visited 

THE WHITTIER BUILDING 

on Broadway, between Ashiey and O'Fallon, 
It reaches along the entire length of that block and 
extends to thealley, a four-story brick building 
with nothing but comfort and plenty suggested by 
its cleanly substantia! interior. Capt. Bradley, who 
has charge of the building, showed the reporter 
around and gave him some interesting poimts. There 
are many nationalities sheltered by the roof of this 
vast structure. Swedes, Germans, Russians, Bohe- 
mians, English and Irish—all poor, but apparently 
of good habits and laboring hard to keep body and 
soul together. The house is divided into suites of 
two and three rooms. Not one of these is carpeted 
and the furniture is by no means Ornamental. It is 
common and cheap but there is cleanliness in each: 
the linen is white, the colored paper decorations in 
good taste, the whole place cheery, The reporter 
saw all this for himself. A large number of bare 
footed and bareheaded children were in the halls, 
cheaply but neatly clad, and, like all tenements, the 
stock of infants in arms was surprisingly large 
There did not seem to be any evidence 
of poverty, yet all were poor, andin not a single 
family, possibly, was much more earned than was 
necessary to the daily supply of the family. 

Capt. Bradley said he tried to have as few children 
as possible in the house, yet there were sometimes 
four or five in a family. 

“There are, altogether,” said Capt. Bradley, “249 
rooms in the building, but all are not now occupied. 
We have at present about 180 families, numbering 
maybe a liltie over 

400 INDIVIDUALS IN THE HOUSE. 

Some are single men who rent a room and furnish 
it themselves. They ‘bach,’ as we call it, but all are 
working people, the men being employed at the 
depots or other places, where they get $1 25, $1 50 
or $i 75aday. lbave not adrinking man in the 
house-—that is, a drunkard--they are all steady, 
sober people. Rooms rent from §2 or $3 a month 
for a single man to $5 to $9a month fora suite of 
rooms for a family. A gingle man can 
buy his grub for about $1 a week ; 
a family of course will need more, but $4 will a 
any rate buy food forthe largest family in this 
house, Then fuel, clothing, etc., must be consider- 
ed. Say a man pays $8 a month rent, that is $2 a 
week; his family will eat at least $4 worth: he will 
spend $1 for fuel, ofl, etc, and if he gets only $1 25 a 
day, as most of them do, he will have but 50 cents 
left for tobacco, clothes andsgoon. Then some of 
these families baveachild ortwoat workin the 
rag, bag or tobacco factories, where they get a dol- 
lar or two dollars a week. Some families have two 
children at work in this way. 

“Bome of them may be saving a little, but most of 
them just barely get along. Of course, when ] put 
their living expenses at from $8 SO to $4504 week, 
I do not allow for any luxuries; just potatoes, cab- 
bage, meat occasionally, bread and coffee are the 
dishes they must be satisfied with, Now and then. 
may be a Sunday dinner, but it can <iffer very little 
from this."

“That leaves me,” said the man, “just about

“There are, I suppose,” said the Post-Dispatcn 
reporter, “a great many poor men as badly off as 
you are?” 

“Yes, he answered, “many of them; anda great 
many more a great deal worse off, God help them.” 

The speaker was right; there are many, many 
people within the boundaries named at the begin- 
ning of this article who are 

TERRIBLY SITUATED, 

Occaionally there isa poor man lying under a 
burthen of sickness, with starving little ones filling 
the last moments of his life with frightful misery. 
Sometimes the father ws out in Trinity or Calvary, 
under a neglected red moung, and it is the dying 
m other who has to face the hunger 
frenzied children. But oftemer the father 
andit may be the mother are lying drunk while 
their offspring starve. There are numerous me- 
chanics in this neighborhood earning from $12 to 
$20 and even $25 a week whose homes are pictures 
of wretched poverty and where cupboards are bare 
half the time, on account of drink. On 
O'Fallon, Ashley, Carr and Biddle streets groggeries 
and drinking dens thicken and flourish as the days 
grow,and prosperous barkeepers retire from busi- 
ness to live in quiet luxury while those who contrib- 
uted the fortunes are rolling in gutters or filling 
jails, The reporter was told that in a large build- 
ing on Ashley street near Second where more 
than twenty families tive, wrangling, fighting, 
drunkenness, distress and misery are common. Most 
of the money earned by the families and heads of 
families here go to the saloon- 
keeper. The can and = the pitcher 
are always kept on the go in such places and 
often it is . not only the man and 
his wife who drink, but the children. 

The story is told of a once prosperous mechanic 
whose beer-drinking wife led him into a 

FONDNESS FOR INTOXICANTS, 

although he had never tasted malt or other liquors 
for twenty years. Inside of eighteen months all 

eir savings were spent, the house they owned was 

ortgaged, the husband lost his situation, two 
grown daughters who were at work became dissi- 
pated and even worse, and now that family of five 
persons, the man, wife, two daughters and son, are 
all drunkards and beg nickels and dimes from door 
to door, steal or borrow articles of dress to pawn, 
and in every way sink themselves as low as they 
can in the scale of humanity to get beer and whisky 
to drink. There are fully 500 young mechanics in 
the district here designated whose money 
goes over the counters of  bar-rooms; 
there are more laborers equally extravagant, 
and many mothers and young unmarried women 
who are constant worshipers at the shrines of Bac- 
chusand Gambrinus. All will one day have the 
same bumble story related about them that has just 
been told. 

The greatest paupers live closest to the grog- 
geries Their homes are readily identified. The 
wretched woman dejectedly creeping to the pawn- 
shop with some smallarticle that can be poorly 
spared; the drunken vagabond loafing in the sun at 
the door or window; 

THE YOUNG GIRL 
whose clip is sassy and her mug defiant, who has 


‘never known modesty and cannot understand mor- 


ality; the boy-tough who is her companion, whose 
principal pride is tn his spoon rimmed hat and tizht 
jeans pants; the ragged children, swearing like 
fulifieged cowboys; the dirty sickly infants now 
and then carried in some careless mother’s arms. 
These are a few of the pictures to be seen 
daily and hourly in this tenement district. 
Who's to blame? There are poor people here get- 
ting along in comparative comfort. Why? Because 
they take care of themselves and have some se)f-re- 
spect. But the others are preyed upon by the unre- 
lenting passion of predominating thirst; their moral 
faculties are dead; their physical resources have 
been perverted. They are paupers of their awn vo- 
lition. They make themselves miserable and laugh 
the wild laugh of delightful and derisive despera- 
tion when anybody suggests that they ought to try 
to be or to do better.

is the report that so befogged§Gen. Gooding, who 
did not comprehend Officer Leonard's nice distinc- 
tion between lottery and policy as above defined. A 
little over a week ago a Post-Dispatca reporter 
learned from an ex-lottery vender, whose intimate 
friends are now engaged in the business, that 
two schemes were in Operation, and between thirty- 
two and thirty-eight offices open. The schemes were 
the East St. Louis and the Kentucky. General offices 
were designated, and the plans for playing fully ex- 
plained. To verify the information. which had ev- 
ery ap ce of being truthful, a reporter selected 
one 6 of each scheme, the most centrally located 
ones, and made preparations for making a play. 
A colored employe of the Post-DispatcH who would 
easily escape suspicion, was instructed to visit the 
places and “make plays” if possible.
